Tin* city was startle*!! last night by 
the announcem ent that a building at 
A tlan tic City had fallen, and several 
Liverpool people had lreeu seriously 
hurt. 
All sorts of #lld -duties were thing 
around, and from th e mans of u-gus 
and other inform ation It was learned 
that, the number of Injured am ounted 
to two, and no one had 
been killed 
outright. 
Tin* particulars of tile ac­ 
cid en t 
can be found 
in 
the tele ­ 
graph m atter of the N e w s R e v i e w , 
but the story of tile East Liverpool 
people was secured th is m orning. The 
first stories said that 
Edward W ell-, 
head 
bookkeeper 
at 
th e 
Laugh- 
Un 
pottery, 
had 
his 
hack 
broken, but was otherw ise unhurt,. 
T he other injured party was reported 
as Mrs. Livesly, a widow lady, who ac­ 
com panied the Elks from this city on 
their excursion. 
A telegram from ll 
E. Porter this m orning say* th at she is 
hurt, but th e extent of her injuries 
Is not glveu. 
T ile lady resided on 
K ossuth street, aud went to A tlantic 
C ity w ith her daughter, Miss Maude. 
She Is em ployed at tile Dresden pot­ 
tery, and Is well known In the city 
Mrs. W ells received a telegram from 
her husband sta tin g th a t lie was not 
hurt, 
but 
th e last ed ition s of the 
m orning papers say that his spine was 
Injured. 
A telegram from J. W. Gcon tills 
afternoon says th a t he is all right, but 
to a late hour no other inform ation 
cam e. 
T he Liverpool people who were in 
tile Reach Casino when th e accident 
occurred were alm ost all Elk* or m em ­ 
bers of their fam ilies. 
T hey left here 
on 
Monday evening to atten d the 
ninth annual reunion of th e order, 
arid expected to rem ain in A tlantic 
City for IO days. 
T he occasion last 
nigh t was a social session, and the 
pleasure building was crowded. W ith 
ou t the alightest warning tile lights 
w ent out, th e floor gave way. and 
the crowd 
was 
precipitated 
amid 
crashing tim bers to the ground below. 
T ile president was standing on the 
platform when tile crush cam e, arid 
was uninjured. 
T housands of people 
crowded to the scene, and tin* depart­ 
m ent were soon at work taking out the 
victim s. 
H undreds escaped w ith only 
a few bruises, and t ile list of injured 
Is sm all when th e great num ber of 
peoples In th e building is considered. 
T he accident created the w ildest ex­ 
citem en t 
in 
A tlan tic 
City 
where 
thousands of visitors from all parts of 
the country have crowded for th e Rea­ 


son. 
T ile collapsed casino is well known 
to Liverpool jreople who have visited 
tile fam ous resort, a n d they marvel 
th at the accident was riot more seri­ 
ous. 
T ile section of t lie floor that 
gave way was about 30 feet square 
located 
near 
th e 
center 
o f 
the 
Pavillion. 
T ile 
hundreds 
who 
re­ 
m ained on Hie floor looked down into 
Hie great hole 25 feet deep, aud then 
ran for the stairw ay. 
F ortunately It 
was intact, arid Hie crowd escape w ith ­ 
out great injury although m any were 
hurt in the jam. As soon as the crowd 
realized there was no more danger 
they hastened to th e work of rescue, 
and soon had the injured out <»f the 


wreck.

H. KohUuat of the Chicago 
Tunes Herald, who had agreed to pay 
$5,000 a year for threw year* toward the 
m aintenance of the society's headquar 
ter*, on condition they lie removed from 
Boston to Chicago. 
After a com m ittee 
had passed adversely upon the subject, 
and reported, the rejsirt of tile com mit 
toe was unanimously accepted and he 
headquarters w ill not be removed from 
Boston at present. 
Mr. Kohlsaat's offer wa* presented to 
the trustee* bv Rev. John Henry Bar­ 
row* of Chicago. 
The com m ittee ap- 
pointed to consider the matter con 
Histed of Messrs. 
Harrows, Jam es L. 
H ill. D. D , of Bale ut, Mas*., and Nehe 
iii lull Boynton, I). I)., of Boston. 
The 
com m ittee reported their appreciation 
of the generosity of 
Mr. Kohl*aat'* 
offer, which they were pleased Pi note 
indicated that the work o f the sis-iety 
wa* thereby recognised a* being of a 
national and international character. 
The work, however, t* wholly oue of 
influence. 
It is not necessary that the 
society should have largo building* or 
income*.

Merrill made the argum ent and urged 
tis chief among his hts reasons the fa* ta 
that Die city was the only oue tm the 
Pacific sin)**, or coast, Dial (tad three 
railroads running into it; that its cli­ 
mate at this tim e of the yea* was 
superb aud unfailing; that tho Endear- 
orers there had already raised consider­ 
able m oney in anticipation of getting 
tile convention, aud that Die business 
men of the pluce had guaranteed to 
■ubecribe enough to cover the expenses 
of a convention. 
Today the claim s of Portland, Dr., 
Hun Francisco and Seattle, are repre 
smiled and the matter taken under ad­ 
visem ent. 
Tile spirit of tile Lmleavorers was 
given a sort of preliminary test on the 
eve of the convention at IU m eetings 
held sim ultaneously lust night in IU 
different churches in the city and sub­ 
urb*

membered I liad friends In the house wire 
wanted to see a good time, st) I decided to 
have fun w ith Sullivan in the second 
round and kill him in the third. 
I goes 
through the second round rapping aud tap­ 
ping me man when and where I liked and 
me friends yelling with delight. 
" 'W hile I was w atting for the third 
round I began to figure on how I ’d spend 
the S500 the big stiff was going to give me 
and wondered why I d never found out I 
was a fighter before. 
We had just stepped 
up for the thin! round, and I was getting 
ready to drop me man, when suddenly, as 
i f by accident, Sullivan hit me a slap with 
Lls left hand on the side of the face that 
sorter stood mo on my heels, and liefore I 
got back to my feet he smashed me with 
bls right hand, and me light went out.
